23 (A) THE DEPARTMENT IN CONSULTATION WITH THE BOARD AND THE

24 GOVERNOR'S OFFICE FOR INDIVIDUALS WITH DISABILITIES SHALL ENTER INTO AN
25 AGREEMENT WITH THE STATE DEPARTMENT OF EDUCATION, DIVISION OF LIBRARY
26 DEVELOPMENT AND SERVICES, PROVIDING FOR AN ANNUAL PAYMENT TO BE MADE
27 TOTHE DIVISION IN AN AMOUNT EQUAL TO THE COST INCURRED FOR THE

28 DISTRIBUTION OF ACCESSIBLE INFORMATION.

29 (B) UNDER THE AGREEMENT THE DIVISION SHALL PROVIDE ELIGIBLE BLIND
30 AND DISABLED INDIVIDUALS WITH ACCESS TO AN AUDIO NEWS AND INFORMATION
31 SERVICE PRODUCED BY A QUALIFIED ENTITY.
